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Redadas dejan a cientos de nifios desamparados 


La detención de 350 presun- 
tos inmigrantes indocumentados 
en una fábrica de Massachusetts 
ha dejado a unos 200 niños desam- 
parados, dijeron el jueves de esta 
semana líderes de un grupo de 
desarrollo comunitario de ese 
estado. 

La mayor parte de los deteni- 
dos, muchos de ellos de origen 
latinoamericano, corre el peligro 
de ser deportado y se desconoce 
la suerte que pudieran correr sus 
hijos, manifestaron. Los líderes 
comunitarios indicaron que los 
niños, entre los que hay bebés, han 
quedado al cuidado de parientes, 
propietarios de los lugares donde 
vivían los indocumentados y hasta 
desconocidos. 

“Se trata de una crisis hu- 
manitaria”, dijo Brian Pastori, 
miembro del Centro de Desarrollo 
Económico Comunitario del Sud- 
este de Massachusetts. 

Pastori agregó que desde que 
agentes federales llevaron a cabo 
la redada el nfartes sólo han recu- 
perado su libertad poco más de 
20 detenidos y “estamos haciendo 
todo lo posible por reunirlos con 
sus familiares”.

the San Jose Convention Center om March 
7, 2007. Tickets to the sold-out breakfast 
were purchased in advance for 20 dollars 
each. Those who wanted to just listen to the 
speech, minus the sit down meal, were given 


free access. 

Sitting with the Mayor on the main stage 
were Vice Mayor David D. Cortese and City 
Council Members representing the different 
districts in San Jose: Pete Constant, Forrest 
Williams, Sam Liccardo, Nora Campos, Madi- 
son Nguyen, Judy Chirco, and Nancy Pyle. 

The Mayor’s vision for San Jose included, 
but is not limited to, improving the budget 
deficit, adding 15 more police officers to 
the San Jose Police Department, as well as 
making San Jose a “green” environmentally 
conscious city. 

When asked how he viewed the role of 
the Latino community in this process, Reed 
replied, “Latinos are a very large portion of 
this city, we want to make sure that they are 
engaged in all of our processes and are a part 
of all that we do.” 

The Reed Reforms identify the budget 
deficit as “Public Enemy #1” he will attack 
it aggressively by “growing revenues faster, 
slowing growth in expenses, and becoming 
more efficient in the middle.” 

Reed anticipates more people will come 
to Silicon Valley to start a business through an 
initiative to improve the “permitting process” 
for entrepreneurs, business owners and busi- 
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San Jose Council passes resolution supporting public safety

The City Council of San Jose, 
presided over by Vice-Mayor 
David Cortese, voted to adopt a 
“Resolution of Support for Public 
Safety and Immigrant Rights” 
last Tuesday night. Mayor Chuck 
Reed was at home resting for the 
State of the City Address the next 
morning. 

The Resolution was authored 
by new councilperson Sam Li- 
cardo (District 3), and cosigned by 
Madison Nguyen, Nora Campos, 
and David Cortese. 

Councilperson Forest Wil- 
liams, the only African-American 
on the council, commented that 
he had received numerous phone 
calls and emails arguing on both 
sides of the issue. “My personal 
experiences tell me that I should 
vote for this because I have lived 
these kinds of experiences - where 
there was uncertainty about what 
was going to happen to my life, or 
to my family - uncertainty because 
I had no defense. These particular 
cases are documented.”

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timony of 24 individuals and 
organizations was for the most 
part, respectful yet passionate. 
Some testimony was given anony- 
mously because the presenting 
immigrants expressed fear from 
the “rising hostility in the com- 
munity.” Others were adamant that 
undocumented immigrants were 
a bane on society and reform was 
strongly needed. 

Bifurcating the Resolution 

The first three-quarters of 
the Resolution essentially recon- 
firmed longstanding city policy 
that police officers would not 
arrest persons merely for their 
unlawful presence in the country, 
and that “no otherwise law-abid- 
ing undocumented individual 
should fear arrest or deportation 
for coming forward to report a 
crime as a victim or a witness...” 


or “to express concerns or to ask 
questions” of any city employee. 

All three recommendations 
passed unanimously. 

The fourth part of the Reso- 
lution expressed the view of the 
council that continued ICE raids 
created “fearful immigrants” who 
quickly lose trust about interacting 
with the police, fire department 
and other city agencies, “leaving 
all of San Jose’s residents less 
safe.” 

Councilman Pete Constant 
(District 1) an ex-police officer, 
seemed to have a different inter- 
pretation of the meaning and was 
the only vote against the fourth 
recommendation. 

“I want to reiterate that I don’t 
think it is right for us to tell a 
federal agency what they are sup- 
posed to do. I disagree solely with 
should we be telling ICE (Immi- 
gration Control and Enforcement) 
how to do their job,” explained 
Constant, who wanted to clarify 
his position after explaining that 
he was 100 percent in support of 
the first three recommendations. 

“Are we all looking at the 
same resolution?” asked Council- 
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Police Chief Rob Davis and Jessica Garcia-Kohl, Councilman Licardo’s 
Chief of Staff were present at the immigrant resolution hearing. 


person Nancy Pyle (District 10). 
“Because this resolution makes no 
judgment about our immigration 
problems. It does not promote or 
support illegal status in our city. 
I believe we do have the right to 
disagree with the methodologies 
used by ICE. This is our city and 
our police department and my vote 
shows respect for them both.” 

“This (vote) doesn’t require 
anything from our legal depart- 
ment. It merely reconfirms what 
we have already been doing; and 
it’s the right thing to do,” added 
Cortese; one of the co-signers of 
the resolution. 

Councilperson Nora Campos 
agreed: “Our responsibility as 
council members is to continue 
to make San Jose a safe, inclusive 
community where people can live, 
work, worship and feel safe.” 

As a past school board mem- 
ber, Judy Chirco, councilperson 


for the greater-Cambrian area, re- 
members failed efforts to exclude 
undocumented children from at- 
tending school. “We do not need 
to destroy the trust and harmony 
that we’ve nurtured here in San 
Jose. We are not funded to do the 
work of a federal agency - ICE. 
We do not need to create a hostile 
environment with a climate of 
suspicion and distrust.” 

“It is high time that we clarify 
what our position actually is,” said 
the Vice-Mayor before calling the 
vote. 

So, the first city of California 
- a city that has grown under the 
flags of three different nations 
- voted to pass the latest version 
of the “Resolution of Support 
for Public Safety and Immigrant 
Rights.”

En la operación también 
fueron arrestados el dueño de la 
fábrica, su gerente de personal y 
otros dos ejecutivos, según reveló 
un portavoz de la oficina del fiscal 
de Massachusetts.

nesses. Reed is also putting forth another initiative 
to make structural improvements in the Convention 
Center and Arena because these buildings play 
critical roles in the city’s revenue. 

Reed said, “San Jose is a good city with great 
people, but it’s not yet a great city... we can’t be 
a great city if our neighborhoods and schools are 
not safe.” 

Reed proposes that the city council add 15 
more police officers by the end of this year. San 
Jose already holds the title of the Safest Big City in 
America due to the large numbers of police officers 
who patrol this city and keep it safe. Residents 
of San Jose are well aware that when there are 
events that attract large crowds, when leaving a 
bar or nightclub late at night, or while driving in 
particular areas of San Jose the police presence is 
anything but subtle. 

In regards to the proposed 15 new police offi- 
cers, city council member Nora Campos represent- 
ing District 5 said, “This is a great direction, police 
make sure communities are safe so that people can 
continue to live, work and play in this city.” ;

costs by “becoming more energy efficient with 
“green” buildings... by installing solar power in 
city buildings, like the Tech Museum.” Global 
warming is no longer a threat, it’s become a reality 
as evidenced in extreme weather and fluctuating 
temperatures. Maintaining a stable environment 
for the generations to come is a personal and 
public responsibility. This is a step that will serve 
the city’s economy by reducing costs through the 
conservation of energy as well as serve as a model 
for other big cities to do the same.

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Schwarzenegger convoca junta 
para combatir a las pandillas

Sacramento (EFE) — El 
Gobernador de California, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, sostuvo una 
reunión con las fuerzas del orden 
en la ciudad de Los Ángeles para 
discutir soluciones al problema 
de la violencia de las pandillas en 
el estado. 

La junta contó, entre otros, 
con la participación del aspirante 
a la nominación republicana Ru- 
dolph Giuliani, ex-alcalde de la 
ciudad de Nueva York, quien se 
encontraba en el sur del estado 
haciendo campaña, y del alguacil 
del condado de Los Angeles, Lee 
Baca. 

“Queremos aprender el uno 
del otro y encontrar la mejor 
manera de poner todos nuestros 
recursos a trabajar”, dijo Schwar- 
zenegger. 

La violencia pandillera se 
ha incrementado en los últimos 
años, dijeron tanto el mandatario 
republicano como el alguacil del 
condado. Según estadísticas del 
Departamento de Policía de Los 
Angeles, existen por lo menos 
86,000 pandilleros tan sólo en 
esa área, junto gon unas 65 orga- 
nizaciones. Así mismo, un gran 
porcentaje de la población en las 
prisiones de California pertenece 
a pandillas. 

Schwarzenegger espera reu- 
nir suficientes ideas mediante 
estas juntas para poder presentar 
propuestas al Legislativo, que 
incluso podrían pedir un aumento 
del financiamiento para combatir 
el problema, dentro del presupues- 
to estatal. Su versión actualizada 
del plan de gasto será presentada 
en mayo próximo.

Giuliani le dio una suerte de 
asesoría al Gobernador en este 
tema y destacó que durante su 
gestión como alcalde de Nueva 
York en los años 90 se redujeron 
los crímenes en esa ciudad en un 
60%, y el índice de homicidios 
en un 70%. 

“Algo muy importante de re- 
cordar, también, es que cualquier 
plan que se implemente no va a 
resolver el problema por completo 
ni en una semana, ni en un mes, ni 
en un año. Tiene que ser un pro- 
grama de varios años para poder 
funcionar”, dijo Giuliani. 

Por su parte, el alcalde de Los 
Angeles, Antonio Villaraigosa, 
pidió al estado aprobar y finan- 
ciar programas para combatir la 
violencia pandillera, con unos 30 
millones de dólares para la ciudad 
de Los Angeles. 


Senadores republicanos pre- 
sentaron un paquete de propuestas 
en contra de las pandillas en el que 
se incluye una medida que obli- 
garía a todo pandillero convicto a 
usar un dispositivo electrónico de 
rastreo global. 

El Gobernador Schwarzene- 
gger dijo que planea convocar una 
junta con todos los alcaldes del 
estado próximamente para discutir 
el problema y buscar soluciones 
conjuntas.

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Asamblea de California 
apoya adelantar las 
primarias presidenciales 


Sacramento (EFE) — 
Asamblea estatal votó a favor de 
adelantar las elecciones prima- 
rias presidenciales en California 
en un acalorado debate entre 
demócratas y republicanos. 
La medida SB 113, propuesta 
por el Senador Ron Calderón, 
contempla cambiar la fecha de 
las elecciones primarias presi- 
denciales en el estado del mes 
de junio al primer martes del 
mes de febrero. 

La propuesta recibió 46 vo- 
tos a favor y 26 en contra, todos 
ellos de los republicanos. 

Durante el debate la di- 
visión fue clara, y se concen- 
tró en aquellos que quieren 
adelantar la elección primaria 
para elevar la relevancia de 
California en la elección del 
candidato presidencial, y otros 
cuya preocupación radica más 
en el re-embolso alos gobiernos 
locales por el costo de la imple- 
mentación de la misma. 

El líder de la Asamblea, 
Fabián Núñez, destacó la im- 
portancia de adelantar la fecha 
para que California elija entre 
los aspirantes a la candidatura 
presidencial para así desempe- 
fiar un papel más importante en 
el proceso electoral. 

De ser aprobada, la SB 
113 cambiaría la fecha de la 
elección primaria presidencial 
al próximo 5 de febrero, aislán- 
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dola por completo de las elec- 
ciones primarias de contiendas 
estatales, las cuales seguirán 
llevándose a cabo en el mes de 
junio. En total, el estado tendría 
tres elecciones diferentes el 
próximo año. 

La preocupación para 
aquellos que se oponen a la 
medida es el elevado costo de 
cambiar la elección primaria 
presidencial. 

Según información de 
la misma oficina del senador 
Calderón, el costo en los con- 
dados podría oscilar entre los 
60 millones y los 90 millones 
de dólares. 

La medida SB 113, sin 
embargo, no contiene detalles 
de cómo ni cuándo el estado 
re-embolsaría este costo a los 
gobiernos locales. 

Los condados de California 
no recibieron un re-embolso por 
parte del estado en cuanto al 
costo de la pasada elección es- 
pecial del 2005, convocada por 
el Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger, sino hasta finales del 
año pasado. 

El costo de esa elección 
fue de unos 45 millones de 
dólares. 

Los legisladores demócra- 
tas, incluyendo al líder Núñez, 
explicaron que la financiación 
para el re-embolso a los gobier- 
nos locales será incluido en el 
presupuesto estatal. 

“Lo que queremos es que 
muestro estado tenga relevancia 
política nuevamente, y que los 
candidatos presidenciales no 
sólo vengan a recaudar dinero, 
sino a hablar del medio ambien- 
te y la inmigración. Esos temas 
nos afectan más que a cual- 
quier otro estado, y debemos 
recordarles (a los candidatos) de 
esto”, concluyó Núñez. 

La SB 113 haría de Cali- 
fornia el quinto estado en la 
nación en realizar las elecciones 
primarias presidenciales en una 
fecha temprana, siguiendo a los 
estados de New Hampshire, 
lowa, Nevada, y Carolina del 
Sur. 

Otros estados como Texas, 
Florida, Illinois, y Nueva Jersey 
están considerando cambiar sus 
elecciones primarias, lo cual po- 
dría no favorecer a California. 

Después de su aprobación, 
la medida fue enviada al Senado 
estatal, su cámara de origen, y 
podría llegar al despacho del 
Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger esta misma semana. 
El Gobernador ya ha dicho que 
apoya cambiar la fecha de las 
elecciones primarias presiden-

US. faults Mexico On human rights 


The U.S. State Depart- 
ment said Tuesday that a cul- 
ture of “impunity and cor- 
ruption” persisted in Mexico 
and gave rise in 2006 to more 
murders, kidnapping, torture 
and arbitrary arrests. 

That is the main conclu- 
sion of the Mexico portion of 
the department’s annual report 
on the situation of human 
rights worldwide. 

Although it praises the 
investigation, bringing to trial 
and sentencing of public of- 
ficials and members of the 
armed forces implicated in 
human rights abuses, the re- 
port emphasizes that in 2006 
“a deeply entrenched culture 
of impunity and corruption 
persisted, particularly at the 
state and local level.” 

According to the docu- 
ment, in Mexico there are 
problems with “unlawful kill- 
ings” by the security forces, 
kidnappings - occasionally 
linked to the police - torture, 
prison overcrowding and ar- 
bitrary arrests. 

In addition, during the 
past year a number of cases of 
corruption, inefficiency and 
lack of transparency in the ju- 
dicial system came to light. 

Also on Washington’s 
long list of complaints about 
circumstances in its southern 
neighbor were the intimida- 
tion of journalists and the fact 
that statements were at times 
obtained by torture and then 
accepted as evidence by the 
authorities. 

The Department of State 
also said that impunity pre- 
vailed in cases of violence 
against and murder of women, 
people trafficking was wide- 


spread and both occasionally 
occurred with the presumed 
consent of the authorities. 

The report also says that 
child labor continues to be a 
feature of the Mexican em- 
ployment picture and social 
and economic discrimination 
against the indigenous popula- 
tion still exists. 

Among other incidents 
documented in the report are 
the April 20, 2006, confronta- 
tion between state and federal 
authorities, on the one hand, 
and protesting workers at a 
steel complex in the western 
state of Michoacan, on the 
other, a clash in which two 
union members died and 53 
others were injured. 

The report mentions the 
conflict in the southern state of 
Oaxaca sparked by the teach- 
ers union strike to demand a 
pay hike. 

During the protests, the 
strikers and their supporters 
demanded the resignation of 
Gov. Ulises Ruiz, and the State 
Department blamed the strife 
for the deaths of 20 civilians, 
most of them from the ranks 
of the governor’s political op- 
ponents. 

The violence generated 
by drug trafficking also figures 
in the report, which discusses 
the participation of active-duty 
and retired law enforcement 
and military personnel in il- 
legal activity. 

The document was re- 
leased less than a week before 
President George W. Bush is 
due to arrive in the Yucatan 


Peninsula to meet with Mexi- 
can counterpart Felipe Calde- 
ron. EFE

Las declaraciones de Bush 
coinciden con el anuncio de que 
en los próximos días un grupo 
de legisladores, republicanos y 
demócratas, presentará proyectos 
de ley sobre una reforma migrato- 
ria integral en ambas cámaras del 
Congreso de EE.UU. 

El punto de partida de ambos 
proyectos será la reforma migra- 
toria aprobada por el Senado en 
mayo del año pasado, que no llegó 
a convertirse en ley, aunque habrá 
importantes modificaciones. 

Las propuestas mantienen 
algunas medidas para incrementar 
la vigilancia en la frontera con el 
despliegue de tecnología, pero no 
prevé la construcción de ninguna 
verja o muro adicional. 

El proyecto del Senado con- 
templaba la construcción de una 
barrera de 595 kilómetros en la 
línea fronteriza con México. 

La nueva propuesta prevé 
la regularización de todos los 
trabajadores clandestinos que 
hayan llegado a EE.UU. antes de 
una fecha específica, que no se ha 
definido aún. 

A diferencia del viejo proyec- 
to del Senado, que excluía de 
la regularización a unos cuatro 
millones de los doce millones de 
inmigrantes ilegales que se calcula 
viven en EE.UU., la nueva pro- 
puesta sí permitiría normalizar la 
situación de la inmensa mayoría 
de los “indocumentados”.

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Iraq: Another Vietnam?

At the beginning of 2006 
Senator Chuck Hagel (R-Ne- 
braska) stated that the Iraq war 
was a “low level civil war.” 
Four months later, Hagel, a~ 
Vietnam veteran, described it 
an “absolute replay of Viet- 
nam.” In even more recent 
times, Hagel became the only 
Republican senator in the 
Foreign Affairs Committee to 
join the Democratic majority 
voting to block Bush’s plan to 
send another 21,000 American 
troops to Iraq. 

There is little doubt that 
the daily deaths in Iraq remind 
us of the Vietnam War but it’d 
be a mistake to say that it’s a 
repeat performance in spite of 
the apparent similarities. 

To begin with, we must 
consider the Vietnam linger- 
ing wounds. At the end of the 
Gulf War (1990-91), President 
George H. Bush told his gener- 
als and advisers that with the 
victory they had finally over- 
come the Vietnam syndrome. 

Just like in Vietnam in 
Iraq it’s difficult to distinguish 
the real enemy from innocent 
people. The enemies in Iraq do 
not play by the rules of inter- 
national war and are willing to 
lay their lives on the line for 
their cause. 

The other similarity with 
Vietnam has to do with the 
campaign of disinformation 
to justify the war. The enemies 
are labeled terrorists and fana- 
tics as the U.S. government 
tries to win the public rela- 
tions battle at home and not 
lose support for the war. Just 
like in Vietnam, American 
soldiers do not know much 
about the local Iraqi language 
or culture. Everything is sim- 
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plified as a war on terrorism 
with little knowledge of the 
impact played by the Muslim 
religion and ethnicity as can be 
seen from the conflicts among 
Sunnis, Shiites, and Kurds. 

But if the situation in Iraq 
reminds us easily of Vietnam 
the differences are also signifi- 
cant. In Vietnam the Ameri- 
cans’ efforts were focused on 
supporting the government of 
the south against the commu- 
nists of the north. 

In Iraq the situation is 
very complex because the 
country has been created in 
an artificial manner to include 
three distinct groups. The Sun- 
nis, the minority, have been in 
control of the country because 
initially they received the help 
of the British who had given 
them the power. Without the 
British support the Sunnis 
could not have remained in 
control. 

In essence the British 
governed Iraq through the 
Sunnis as intermediaries. 

The Shiite majority was 
therefore abused by the Sunni 
minority especially with Sad- 
dam Hussein coming into 
power. Saddam received 
America’s support and only 
when he began to deviate 
from U.S. policies, Americans 
taught him a lesson with the 
Gulf War. 

The James Baker Com- 
mission on Iraq recommended 
the participation of Syria and 
Iran to stabilize the situa- 
tion in Iraq. That would be 
in everyone’s interest but 
it appears that Americans 
eliminated Saddam Hussein 
without replacing him with a 
leader who will cooperate with 
the West. 

After the Vietnam War 
several decades went by before 
the U.S. established diplo- 
matic relations with Vietnam. 
Will the same happen with 
Iraq? It appears inevitable. 
Unfortunately the strategic 
position in Iraq foreshadows a 
stormy period before arriving 
at a peace which will have to 
keep in mind a government 
allied with Iran.<=>

“Ahora Bush bolivariano, ¡lo 
que falta es que se ponga una boina 
roja” característica del chavismo, 
expresó en su programa diario de 
radio Aló Presidente. 

“¡Es el colmo del cinismo, 
algo que yo jamás pensé que 
iríamos a oír o a ver!”, agregó 
Chávez, al citar parte de la inter- 
vención pública de Bush, en la que 
habló de cooperación con América 
Latina y comparó la gesta liberta- 
dora de Bolívar y Washington. 

Chávez resaltó que Bush pro- 
nunció ese discurso poco antes del 
inicio esta semana de su gira por 
Brasil, Uruguay, Colombia, Gua- 
temala y México, y opinó que así

Esta columna le brinda importante información 
respecto al proceso de reclamos por accidente de 
auto y cobertura de seguros. 

¿Qué Significa Límites de Cobertura? 

Límites son las cantidades máximas que pagaría 
la póliza de seguro en caso de accidente. En Cali- 
fornia usted debe mantener vigente (efectiva) una 
póliza que pague los daños causados a personas 
y propiedad ajena, si usted resulta culpable de un 
accidente. 

Los límites exigidos por la ley son 15/30/5. Esto 
significa que su póliza tiene disponible un máximo 
de $15,000.00 para recompensar a un pasajero 
lesionado y $30,000.00 disponibles para el total de 
pasajeros lesionados. Además, la póliza tiene un 
máximo de $5,000.00 para pagar daños causados 
al vehículo (o propiedad) ajena. 

Ahora bien, los límites no son fácilmente 
otorgados. Las compañías aseguradoras examinan 
detenidamente todo reclamo y presentan ofertas ba- 
sadas en los méritos del caso, aunque con frecuencia 


son injustas. 

La semana pasada la cadena televisiva CNN 
presentó un acertado reportaje de la forma en que las 
grandes compañías aseguradoras “dilatan, niegan y 
litigan” casos de accidentes de tránsito injustamente.
